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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 through 17, drawn to a method of sequentially rendering audio 
summaries and transition audio segments and a system for carrying out the 
method. 

II. Claims 18 through 30, drawn to a method of combining audio summaries with 
audio content by embedding summary data in the content file. Examiner notes 
that Claim 30, drawn explicitly to a software program is non-statutory under 
current guidelines for 35 USC 101. 

III. Claims 31 and 32, drawn to a method of linking audio content and audio 
summaries by providing a link between the audio content file and the audio 
summary on a storage medium and the medium produced by the process. 

IV. Claim 33, drawn to a method for rendering a video file. 

V. Claims 34 through 38, drawn to a method of generating audio summaries. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method could utilize audio content and summaries arranged in other ways. 
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The subcombination has separate utility such as providing combined audio content and 
summaries for purposes other than sequential rendering. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method could utilize audio content and summaries arranged in other ways. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as providing linked audio content and summaries 
for purposes other than sequential rendering. 

4. Inventions I and IV are directed to related processes. The related inventions are distinct if 
the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See 
MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, only invention IV is directed to rendering a video file. 

5. Inventions I and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method could utilize summaries produced in other ways. The 
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subcombination has separate utility such as providing audio summaries for purposes other than 
sequential rendering. 

6. Inventions II and III are directed to related processes. The related inventions are distinct 
if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions 
as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See 
MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions are mutually exclusive because embedding 
summary information in an audio file is distinct from linking the summary information to an 
audio file. 

7. Inventions II and IV are directed to related processes. The related inventions are distinct 
if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions 
as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See 
MPEP § 806.050'). 111 the instant case, the inventions have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect because annotating files and rendering a video file are distinct 
functions. 

8. Inventions II and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method could utilize summaries produced in other ways. The 
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subcombination has separate utility such as providing audio summaries for purposes other than 
embedding in audio files. 

9. Inventions III and IV are directed to related processes. The related inventions are distinct 
if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions 
as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See 
MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect because linking summary information to an audio file and rendering 
a video file are distinct functions. 

10. Inventions III and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method could utilize summaries produced in other ways. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as providing audio summaries for purposes other than 
linking to audio files. 

1 1 . Inventions IV and V are directed to related processes. The related inventions are distinct 
if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions 
as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See 
MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions have a materially different design, mode of 
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operation, function, or effect because generating summary information and rendering a video file 
are distinct functions. 

12. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
